Pertland, Maine, 
Maine republicans, 
turning progressives won a 
lory at the election today. They elect- 
ed a governor, an auditor, two United 
States senators and four representa- 
tives in congress and wresting con- 
trol of the state house of representa- 
tives from the democrats, will be able 
on a joint vote of the legislature to 
clect the other state officers not chosen 
by popular vote. 

Carl EK. Milliken led his ticket, 
feating Governor Oakley C. Curtis, who 
sought re-election, by a plurality of 
approximately 15,000. 

United States Senator Charles F. 
Johnson, whose wide personal popular- 
ity had given the democrats great hope 
of his return, was defeated by I red- 
erick Hale, son of the. ex-senator, by 
approximately 9,500 votes. For the 
short term seat in the senate, former 
Governor Bert M. Fernald defeated 
Kenneth C. M. Sills, dean of Bowdoin 
college, by 12,000. 

L. B. Goodall won from L. A. Stev- 
ens in the First congressional district 
by 35,000. Congressman John A. Peters 
retained his seat, defeating John E. 
Bunker in the Third district, by 4,000. 
Ira G. Hersey defeated Leonard A, 
Pierce in the Fourth district, by 5,000. 

The closest fight was for congress 
from the Second district, where Repre- 
sentative Daniel' J. MeGitlieuddy: was; 
defeated by Wallace H. White, Jr., by 
600 pluraftity. 

Extended to County Officers. 

The republican drift é@xtended to 
county officers, the greater number of 
counties choosing republican county at- 
torneys and sheriffs. These officés are 
important locally because their holders 
are charged with enforcing the prohi- 
bition law. 

The vote was heavy, as has ‘been ex- 
pected for the campaign had been wag- 
ed with a determination not seen in 
recent years. The country was search- 
ed out for speakers of national prom- 
inence and the greater number of these 
battled on national issues. The fight 
was particularly hot for the two Unit- 
ed States senatorships and the four 
places held by Maine in the lower house 
at Washington. National defense, the 
tariff and the eight-hour law for rail- 
road men loomed large in the speeches. 

United States Senator-elect Freder- 
ick Hale tonight sent a telegram to 
Charles E. Hughes, who had shared in 
The campaign, claiming that the vote 
was an indorsement of Hughes’ candi- 
dacy for the presidency. 

Governor Curtis issued a statement 
asserting that anything less than a re- 
publican plurality of fifteen thousand 
would indicate that the people of Maine 
wished to uphold the president. 

The progressives, who two years ago 
east 18,226 votes, returned largely to 
the republican party in the opinion of 
republican leaders. 

The total vote may prove to 
been the largest ever cast in the state. 
Fight Was Very Hot. 

The election was the culmination of 
one of the hottest fights ever waged 
in the state, and marked the reunion 
of the republican and progressive par- 
ties, whose differences in 1912 gave the 
electoral vote of Maine to President 
Wilson and two years later resulted 
in the election of Governor Oakley C. 
Curtis, a democrat, by a plurality of 


3,189. . 
For the first time the two United 
States senators were elected by pop- 
ular vote, and the republicans made a 
determined effort to win the one seat 
in the senate and the single seat in 
the house of representatives held by 
the Maine democrats. The democrats 
had claimed the state by three thou- 
sand and the republicans by fifteen 
thousand. 

Senator-elect Frederick Hale tonight 
sent the following telegram to Charles 
ix. Hughes: 

“Maine today has blazed the way for 
the rest of the country. We have 
elected our governor, two United States 
senators and the indications pcint to 
a solid republican delegation in con- 
gress. The progressive party today 
supported the republican nominee. aA 
reunited republican party has become 
a reality in Maine. The campaign was 
waged and won largely on nativnal is- 
sues. and the results are a triumphant 
indorsement of your candidacy for 

' president.”

Against Fake Extras 
Judge Harwell Warns 
The Voters of Atlanta 


Just before leaving last night for 
his home at LaGrange to vote Judge 
Frank Harwell, manager of Hugh 
M. Dorsey’s campaign for governor, 
issued a statement warning the 
public against being misled by 
“fake extras” purporting to give 
the news of the election. 

“So desperate have become the 
efforts of Mr. Dorsey's opposition 
to discredit his strength that there 
is hardly atiy length to which they 
will not go to mislead the public,” 
said Judge Harwent. “The public is 
familiar with the misleading state- 
ments which the newspapers op- 
posing Mr. Dorsey have already 
published. These newspapers will 
undoubtedly issue so-called ‘“ex- 
tras” during election day for the 
purpose of further misleading the 
public as to the real strength of 
Mr. Dorsey. I would, therefore, 
warn the public against being fool- 
ed by any such methods. Hugh 
Dorsely’s election is absolutely as- 
sured and this last despairing effort 
to deceive the voters of Fulton 
county will gain the opposition 
nothing. 

“The Journal has staked its news 
reputation on the overwhelming vote 
that its candidate, Mr. Pottle, will 
receive, while on the other hand Mr. 
Slaton’s Georgian has done the same 
thing in declaring its candidate will 
get enough votes to nominate him 
without going to the convention.

WILSON GOES TO BEDSIDE 
OF HIS DYING SISTER 


No Hope for Recovery of Mrs. 
Howe—No Inquiries by Wil- 
son About Maine. 


New London, Conn., September. 11.— 
President Wilson came here today to 
be at the bedside of his sister, Mrs. 
Annie E. Howe. A bulletin issued to- 
night by physicians said Mrs. Howe's 
condition was unchanged and that she 
was resting comfortably. It was gen- 
erally understood that although she 
might live several days, she was be- 
yond recovery. 

President Wilson remained in the ho- 
tel where Mrs. Howe is living until late 
tonight and then went on board the 
naval yacht Mayflower, where he will 
remain until tomorrow. Beyond that 
his plans are indefinite; although it is 
‘éxpected he will remain here until 
there is a change in Mrs. Howe's condi- 
tion. 

Ride Over Rough Reads, 

After .a four-hour ride over rough 
reads: in an automobile from the sum- 
mer white house at Long Branch, N. J., 
to New York the president boarded a 
New Haven train and was brought 
here rapidly on a schedule especially 
arranged by Howard Elliott, president 
of the road. At New Haven he talked 
briefly with Mr. Elliott and shook hands 
with a group of railroad employees, 
but after his arrival here he paid no 
attention to the crowds. Se 

When the president's train arrived 
his private car was quickly surround- 
ed by a crowd that filled the neigh- 
boring streets. As if unaware of his 
mission they clapped and cheered. Miss 
Margaret Wilson met her father at the 
train with an automobile. 

After thé president had seen his’ sis- 
ter the three American members of the 
joint commission hereto discuss the 
Mexican situation—Secretary Lane, 
Judge George Gray and John R. Mott— 
called to pay their respects. All ex- 
pressed their deep sympathy. The 
Mexican situation was not discussed. 

No Inquiries About Maine. 

The president made no_ inquiries 
about the Maine election and members 
of his party hesitated to offer him any 
political news. For a brief period dur- 
ing the ride from New York, however, 
Homer Cummings, vice chairman of the 
democratic national committee, who 
had expected to see him at Long 
Branch today, talked with him in his 
private car. 

Nearly all of Mrs. Howe's closest 
relatives were here tonight in addition 
to the president and Mrs. Wilson. Tnesea 
included Joseph R. Wilson, of Balti- 
more, a brother; Mrs. Anne Cothran, of 
Philadelphia, a daughter: Anne Coth- 
ran, a granddaughter, and two sons. 

When he goes back-to the summer 
white house the president will travel 
by sea on the Mayflower. 

It appeared probable today ghat in 
the future the president will make sev- 
eral speeches besides those 4) be de- 
livered at St. Louis Septemoer 20 and 
at Baltimore September 24. He will 
speak only before non-political gath- 
erings. All speeches will be made as 
near Long Branch as possible hecause 
of the president’s desire to avoid cam- 
paign trips.

The hottest gubernatorial race that 


Georgia has seen in years will end 
today, when the voters of Georgia go to 
the polls and vote in the statewide 
democratic primary. 

Besides nominating the democratic 
candidate for governor, Georgia demo- 
crats will today vot for all other 
elective statehouse officers; for con- 
gressmen from each of the twelve dis- 
tricts; for representatives in the Geor- 
gzia house of representatives and the 
Georgia senate: for three new members 
of the court of appeals bench; in some 
circuits for superior court judges, and 
for solicitors general. 

The gubernatorial race has, perhaps, 
been the warmest and most spectacular 
of any of the contests, although sev- 
eral of the other races have stirred up 
very great interest. 

Running for governor are Governor 
Nat E. Harris, seeking re-election; Hugh 
M. Dorsey, of Atlanta; Dr. L. G. Hard- 
man, of Commerce, and Joseph IE. Pot- 
tle, of Milledgeville. 

This race is commonly conceded to 
lie between Governor Harris and Hugh 
Dorsey. Both Harris headquarters and 
Dorsey headquarters are claiming 
enough counties to nominate, while the 
other camps declare that the nomina- 
tion will have to be made in conven- 
tion. Adherents of Governor Harris, 
outside the Harris headquarters, many 
of them, are also declaring that it will 
be a convention nomination.

NEW YORK STRIKE. | 


GROWING SERIOUS 


Surface Car Transit Virtual- 
ly at Standstill — Union 
Leaders Confer About Call- 
ing Sympathetic Strike. 


New York. September 11.—With sur- 
face car transit virtually at a stand- 
still in Manhattan, the Bronx, Yonkers 
and parts of Westchester county and 


with subway and elevated facilities af- 
fected more than at any time 
the Interborough Rapid Transit strike 
was called last Thursday, the traction 
situation in New York tonight assumed 
a more serious aspect. 

Sympathetic Strike Considered. 

Labor leaders held conferences dur- 
ing the day on the question of seeking 
a sympathetic among various 
crafts, which, if successful, would call 
out 750,000 workers in the Metropolitan 
district, but it was admitted that no 
definite action could be expected for 
at least a week. The first demonstra- 
tion of a sympathetic strike came to- 
day when union teamsters employed by 
two brick-making concerns quit their 
posts rather than haul sand to the New 
York Railway’s company power house. 

Hugh Frayne, an organizer of the 
American Federation of Labor, tonight 
predicted that a sympathetic strike 
would be called within a week among 
several trades closely affiliated with 
the operation of traction lines, num- 
being approximately 70,000 men. These 
would ginclude longshoremen, power 
house employees, teamsters and sta- 
tionary engineers and firemen, he as- 
serted. Action by international of- 
ficers of these organizations would be 
necessary before a strike could be 
called, Mr. Frayne said. 

Disorders occurred at several points 
today and arrests were frequent. One 
serious demonstration was broken up 
only by vigorous action of police re- 
serves. This occurred when strikers 
piled cobble stones on the track, stop- 
ping 2 surface car which they stoned. 

Woman Passenger Stunned. 

A woman passenger was stunned 
when she was knocked down by the 
rush to get off the car. The strikers 
lifted the motorman and conductor to 
their shoulders and started to their hall 
with them but policemen rescued the 
men and they ran the car into the 
barns. 

The traveling public suffered more 
inconvenience today than at any time 
since the strike started. With surface 
traffic virtually paralyzed, great 
throngs sought the subway and station 
platforms were packed. Several women 
fainted in the crush. 

Police Commissioner Woods ordered 
an investigation into charges made 
before the public service commission 
by men who Said they were strike- 
breakers. The men declared they had 
been held prisoners in a car barn 
and were beaten by employees of a 
strike-breaking agency when they deé- 
manded their pay and right to leave. 
Theodore P. Shonts, president of the In- 
terborough Rapid Transit company, de- 
nied that strike-breakers were being 
mistreated. 

Nearly 6,000 policemen, according to 
the police department, now are engaged 
in strike duty. 

Capital Is Attacked. 

William B. Fitzgerald, general or- 
ganizer of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Electric and Street Railway 
employees, in a statement, issued to- 
day, asserted that ‘the effort’ of local 
traction interests to destroy the union 
is “the forerunner of a movement by 
capital to crush organized labor 
throughout the country. 

“President Wilson just enacted into 
law the principle of the eight-hour 
day,” Fitzgerald said. “Organized capi- 
tal does not intend that such legisla- 
tion shall remain on the statute books.” 

President Shonts, head of the Inter- 
borough and “Green Car” surface sys- 
tems, replied to this by saying: 

“Labor organizers came here to or- 
fanize this town, and if they succee! 
they will do to this city just what 
the railroad brotherhoods did the 
government.”

MANY HEAR HARRIS. 
SPEAK AT LYRI 


Governor Pleads Pathetical- 
ly for Second Term on the 
Ground That Defeat Would 
Mean Popular Repudiation 
of His Administration. 


Governor Nat FE. Harris put the fin- 
ishing touches upon his campaign for 
re-election at the first, as well as the 
last Harris rally in Atlanta, held in the 
Lyric theater last night. 

The pit and the balcony were well 
filled, with a few men in the gallery, 
the lower boxes comfortably filled and 
several. men stood in the rear of the 
first floor seats throughout most of the 
governor's speech. On the stage were 
several of the governor's principal 
campaign workers, with a number of 
confederate soldiers. Dr. K. G. Mathe- 
son, president of the Georgia School of 
Technology, presided, and introduced 
Governor Harris, and these two made 
the only speeches of the rally. 

The governor, despite the fact that 
he was concluding a most strenvous 
campaign of speech-making, covering, 
he said, more than fifty counties, and 
during which he has been making on 
an average of from four to eight ad- 
dresses a day, was in apparently fine 
physical condition. He gave a good 
account of himself, dwelling largely on 
his two-years’ stewardship as chief ex- 
ecutive, His audience gave him a re- 
spectful hearing. Only once was he in- 
terrupted, save by applause commen- 
datory of points that he made, and 
that was early in his speech when he 
mentioned the name of Hugh Dorsey. 

Dorsey’s name had scarcely fallen 
from Governor Harris’ lips when simul- 
taneously from different sections of the 
house cries of “Dorsey! Dorsey! Hur- 
rah, for Dorsey!!” issued forth, min- 
gled with cheers and hand-clapping. 
It was a dramatic moment, and _ the 
aged governor made the most of it. He 
simply stood and waited for a few 
moments, then, when the applause 
lulled, he motioned for and obtained 
Silence again, and said, smilingly: 

“Fellow citizens, I’m glad to hear 
Dorsey's’ name cheered: It gives me 
courage. I'm glad to know there’s some- 
body here who favors Mr. Dorsey; be- 
cause if there were not I should fee] 
that my speech had been wasted.” 

Introduced by Matheson. 

In introducing the governor Dr. 
Matheson praised him and his record 
“as a soldier, an educator, a legisla- 
tor, a jurist and as your governor.” 
He gave the governor credit for having 
thirty years ago brought about the 
establishment of the Georgia Tech 
school, and he presented him to the 
audience as being “a great, construc-~- 
tive man, stainless as a soldier and 
Stainless as a citizen.”’ 

The governor was given a rousing 
ovation when he first came upon the 
stage, and the band in the orchestra 
pit struck up “Dixie.” As he was about 
to begin his speech, standing with arms 
folded beneath an old confederate flag 
suspended from the ceiling in front of 
the speaker’s stand, the audience broke 
forth with yells and applause which 
lasted for more than a minute. 

“IT like to -hear such things as Dr. 
Matheson has just said,” the governor 
began. “Such things are usually said 
about men only on tombstones and in 
memorial eulogies.” 

He paid a compliment to the people of 
Georgia, saying that “wherever I have 
spoken I have found the people courte- 
ous and willing to respectfully listen 
t@ their governor, and they showed an 
imterest in what I was trying to ex- 
plain. And if it shall come about to- 
morrow that I am not to be given a 
second term, in violation of all prece- 
dent, l’ll have some consolation in 
knowing that anyhow ithe people of 
my state have given me a iair hearing 
wherever [ have asizod for it.”

AUSTRIANS IN RETREAT 
AS RUMANIANS ADVANCE 
THROUGH TRANSYLVANIA 


Hedvy Fighting Continues 
in Dobrudja, Where Rus- 
sians and Rumanians Are 
| Opposing Germans and 
Bulgarians—No Important 
Changes Have Occurred on 
the Russian Front or in 
Northern France.

Monday proved a day without i 
tacular feature in any of the r 
theaters. On none of the fronts was 
a crushing blow delivered, and none 
of the war chancellories reported any 
great gain. 

Probably the most significant move 
was that of the British in the Struma 
region of the Greek-Macedonia front. 
After hard fighting they threw their 
forces across the Struma at Neochari at 
the southern end of Lake Tahinos, be- 
tween Seres and Orfano, and at sev- 
eral other places near the lake. In 
addition four villages were captured 
and held, notwithstanding heavy coun- 
ter attacks by the Teutonic allies. 

Whether this offensive by the Eng- 
lish means the commencement of an at- 
tempt at a drive through Bulgaria or 
is merely a maneuver to throw the 
British line near Kavala, which is 
about twenty-five miles east of Neo- 
hori, has not yet been made appareni. 

From the west of the Vardar river 
to Lake Doiran, the French are vio- 
lently bombarding Bulgarian positions, 
and on the front held by the Serbians 
the Bulgarians have been compelled 
to withdraw. 


RUMANIANS GAIN 
IN TRANSYLVANIA. 


In the Rumanian theater the At ‘s- 
trians are in retreat before the Ruma- 
nians in the Maros and Toplitza val- 
leys, while to the south of Hermann- 
stadt the Rumanians have occupied the 
village of Helimbar. Vienna admits 
a further withdrawal of the Austrian 
forces near Gyergyo. 

Heavy fighting continues in Dobrud- 
ja and there have been small infantry 
engagements along the entire Danube 
front, but in neither region has any 
important change in position taken 
place.

BRITISH TROOPS 
- TAKE OFFENSIVE 
AGAINST BULGARS 


Paris, September 11.—British troops on 
the front in Greek Macedonia took the 
offensive last night. They crossed the 
Struma river, the war office announced 
today, and attacked the Bulgarians, 
who are resisting desperately. 

‘The British troops crossed the 
Struma under fire. Having gained a 
footing on the eastern bank at a point 
about 40 miles northeast of Saloniki, 
they attacked the villages of Nevolyen 
aad Karabpades. 

The announcement dealing with the 
Macedonian front reads: _ 

“On the Struma front British troops 

crossed the river at Ortiak, under the 
fire of the enemy and attacked on the 
left (eastern) bank, the villages of 
Nevolyen and Karabiabes. where the 
Snemy is opstinately defending him- 
self. 
“From the region west of the Vardar 
to Lake Doiran our artillery violently 
bombarded Bulgarian positions and 
made some effective practice on the 
enemy’s batteries. 

“On the Serbian front a fresh with- 
drayal of Bulgarian advanced posts is 
reported.” 


London, September 11.—The British 
troops in their advance across the 
Struma in the region of Lake Tahinos 
have driven the Bulgarians from four 
villages, says a war office statement 
on the operations in Macedonia, issued 
tonight. The British also repulsed 
strong Bulgarfian counter attacks. 

The announcement follows: 

“Our detachments crossed the Struma 

yesterday afternoon at Nechori and 
several places about Lake Tahinos. 
* “After considerable opposition we ex- 
pelled the enemy from the following 
villages: Oraorman, east of Bajraktar- 
mah, upper and lower Gudeli and Nevo- 
lyen. The enemy counter attacked 
strongly but was repulsed with the loss 
of prisoners, the number of which has 
not yet been ascertained.”

Paris, September 11.—Five times last 
night the Germans attacked positions 
newly won by the French on the Som- 
me front. The war office announces 
they were repulsed each time with 
heavy loss. 

The official report says the Germans 
employed burning liquid in making 
their attacks. The fighting occurred 
south of the Somme, from Berny to the 
region south of Chaulnes. 

The official communication follows: 

“South of the Somme during the 
night the Germans delivered a series 
of attacks against several points on 
our new front. From Berny to the re- 
gion south of Chaulnes five attacks 
were made. Several of them were ac- 
companied by discharges of liquid fire. 
Everywhere: the attacking troops were 
forced back into their trenches by our 
artillery and machine gun fire, which 
inflicted serious losses on them. 

“The night was calm on the remain- 
der of the front. 

“Last night ten of our aeroplanes 
dropped 60 bombs of heavy caliber on 
important military factories south of 
Bruges. The bombardment Was car- 
ried out from a height between 400 
and 800 meters and was very effective. 
On the same night 104 bombs were 
dropped on ammunition depots and oth- 
er military establishments north of 
Somme-Py. Violent explosions were 
heard. Finally one of our air squad- 
rons attacked the barracks and ero- 
drome at Saarburg (in Lorraine.) 
Twenty well-aimed bombs of heavy 
caltber inflicted serious damage.” 

The official statement issued by the 
war office tonight reads: 

“Except for a somewhat violent 
artillery duel south of the Somme, in 
the Berny, Vermandovillers and Chaul- 
nes sectors, nothing of importance 
occurred on the whole front.” 


BRITISH REPULSE': 
GERMAN RUSHES. 


London, September 11.—Two efforts 
were made yesterday by the Germans 
to recapture Ginchy, on the Somme 
front, from the British, but it is an- 
nounced officially the attacks were 
broken off. The. statement follows: 

“The enemy made two more counter 
attacks on Ginchy yesterda which 
were repulsed.

BREAK IT UP! 


The Atlanta police have shown com- 
mendable enterprise in ferreting out and 
calling a halt upon surreptitious and illegal 
methods of purveying and dealing in alco- 
holic liquors in contravention of the state 
prohibition laws. 

According to the police, persons have 
been permitted to obtain liquors from some 
of the transportation companies under fic- 
titious names. They have either not been 
required to sign the affidavits which the 
Jaw prescribes, or there have been numer 
ous cases of perjury in the making of these 
affidavits. 

This scheme for violating the prohibition 
law, known as the “stub system,” is to be 
aired in the courts. Seizure of the stubs 
was followed by the confiscation of several 
hundred liquor shipments, now held as 
evidence; and it is expected to prove that 
the address on the shipments corresponds 
with the stubs said to have been furnished 
to runners who would sign the affidavit, if 
necessary, secure the liquor and deliver it 
to the purchaser. 

By all means the police and the courts 
should break up this practice. Georgia has 
enacted a prohibition law which her good 
people propose to see literally observed, 
in so far as it is possible to do so, They 
want it observed; they are determined that 
full and fair opportunity shall be given to 
test its merits; they will tolerate no sub- 
terfuge, no backdoor methods in making 
inroads upon it. 

In the enforcement of these prohibition 
laws Georgia has enough to contend with, 
in common with other states which have 
enacted similar laws, in attempting to 
overcome, as far as possible, the generous 
aid the liquor dealer gets from the federal 
government in the use of the mails in ad- 
vertising his wares, 

This Georgia cannot stop short of fed- 
eral co-operation; but she can prevent her 
own citizens from flagrantly violating these 
laws, whether openly or surreptitiously. 

In the. case in hand the police have done 
their duty in digging it out and turning it 
over to the courts. Where guilt is estab- 
lished, it is up to the courts to do the rest. 

All Georgia wants this illicit traffic 
stopped, and between the police and the 
courts it can be stopped effectively and 
speedily, if they but do their duty!

Schools Enroll Recérd "Nambers? 


School Board Is Making Ef fort 
To Provide for All of 27,000 


With the opening of the Atlanta public 
schools on yesterday the board of education 
and the supervisor departments faced the 
distressing problem of relieving the over- 
crowded condition of a number of the city 
schools, and by working consistently through- 
out the day these authorities succeeded in 
realizing a decided betterment of the condi- 
tion by utilizing the libraries or the auditori- 
ums in the crowded schools as classrooms, 
and by transferring pupils in the overcrowd- 
er classes to classes in other schools where 
the room could be had. 

Approximately 27,000 students were en- 
rolled, and it is expected that this number 
will be increased within the next few days. 
This makes over 1,000 more than the enroll- 
gi of last year. Tech High school is great- 
dis due aie oe eagye ener 7 of 780 on 
enroliment of last bhp ng Meg a vi 

year. In the Tech High 
school double session classes will be nec- 
essary, and probably five or six of these 
classes will be started. In the Commercial 
High school the condition will be relieved by 
the addition of three or four classes and 
teachers. : 

Boys’ High School. 


The enrollment of the Boys’ High school 
Proved to be about the same as that of last 
year with an enrollment of 455. There were 
several non-resident applicants. The Girl’s 
High school showed an increase of about 
65 students, 1,087 being enrolled. The total 
University High school enrollment amounted 
to 3,044. 

The instituting of several new grades has 
been found necessary. The G. W. Adair 
school will have an additional first grade, 
caring for the surplus pupils at that schodl 
and for the puipils near enough to the school 
who have been sent to other schools for the 
opening. East Atlanta school will have an 
additional first grade temporarily to provide 
for applicants at East Atlanta and Faith 
schools. 

At Fair Street school an additional first 
grade will be provided for to take care of 
the overage in that school. The Highland 

- 


school will open an additional first grade 
to take the place of the extra sixth grade, 
which the authorities found necessary. At 
North avenue school there will be a combina- 
tion of a first and second grade in addition 
to the present classes. This will relieve 
the tension at Forrest, Tenth and Calhoun. 
At the W. F. Slaton school there will be a 
new first grade and a new fifth grade, com- 


» posed of the overflow applicants at the Hill 


Street and Slaton schools. There will be es- 
tablished at Luckie Street school an addition- 
al sixth grade to eare for the surplus pu- 
pils in Williams Street school. 

Every effort is being made, according to 
Superintendent of Schools L. M. Landrum and 
Major Guinn, president of the board of educa- 
tion, to make the schools as convenient as 
possible, and to provide for the overflow pu- 
Pils in the several schools. It is believed 
that the situation is being cleared by careful 
planning on the part of the school authori- 
ties, and that all of the Atlanta school chil- 
dren will be comfortably located. 

May Accept Tabernacle Offer. 


Whether or not the Atlanta school author- 
ities will avail themselves of the offer of 
the Baptist Tabernacle auditorium for public 
school use during the school year, or until 
the present congested condition in the schools 
shall have been relieved through other means, 
they were unable yesterday to say. Super- 
intendent L. M. Landrum said: 

“We certainly are most appreciative of 
the offer, and of the spirit which actuated 
the making of it; but until we have got 
through with the hurry and confusion nec- 
esssarily incident to the opening of the 
school year today we will be unable to say 
whether or not it will be necessary or prac- 
ticable for us to avail ourselves of the Tab- 
ernacle church's kindness. 

“We have heretofore used the Tabernacle 
auditorium upon occasions when it was nec- 
essary to assemble all of the students of the 
Tech High, and this we shall continue to 
do. It may be that we shall find it conven- 
ient to make use of the building for class 
purposes, and if so we certainly shall take 
advantage of the generous offer.” 


How the Horse Came to Be; 
Scientists Trace His History 
Back Over 3,000,000 Years 


Democrats of Georgia 
Urged to Contribute 
To National Fund 


No king of the realm, no matter how pur- 
ple be his royal raiment, nor in fact any other 
human being, can trace his ancestry as far 
back as that of the’ horse. This animal, so 
well known the world over, has the longest 


pedigree on record; one probably over 3,000,- | 


000 years old, dating back to what is known 
as the Eocene Age, thousands of years be- 
fore the coming of man. His genealogical 
tree is shown in the national museum at 
Washington, where a series of feet and skulls 
depict some of ‘his more important ancestors. 

The horse of the Eocene, or his forebear 
rather, was known as Eohippus, or Dawn 
Horse. He was about the size of a fox, 
standing a little more than one foot high. 
Eohippus lived in North America, where he 
ran light-footedly over the Tertiary rocks 
on his well-developed four-toed front feet, 
and three-toed hind feet. His teeth were not 
like those of a modérn horse, either, but were 
short crowned. While scientists are unable 
to tell us just how long his mane was, if he 
had any, or the color of his hide, they do 
know the facts mentioned above, for his fos- 
sil remains have been found in the rock 
strata known as the Lower Eocene, which is 
supposed to date back about 3,000,000 years. 

Evolution of the Horse. 

It is a fortunate thing that little Eohippus 
experienced the development that he did, or 
became specialized, as the ecientists say, 
for:in his early form such an animal would 
have ‘been of but little service to°-us domes- 
tically. But such was the case, he developed 
remarkably and it is claimed that, while he 
is not on the same plane with man mentally, 
of course, he is more highly specialized anat- 
omically. His physique developed as his 
needs required. He could not fight much. so 
he had to run away; his speed developed until 
today he is seen to be fleet footed, strong, 
both for bearing packs and, pulling loads, 
and to this end his size, feet, teeth and other 
parts developed with his advance down the 
ages. At his early age, when he was called 
Eohippus, the horse was a most insignificant 
creature as compared to his contemporaries, 
the great hulking brutes called the Uinta- 
theres and Coryphodonts. But strange as it 
may seem, his posterity has outlived them all 
—a fine example of the survival of the fittest. 
The horse is one of the best known examples 
of the survival of prehistoric animals. 

An Interesting Exhibit. 

An exhibit illustrating the development of 
the horse is shown in the United States Ng- 
tional museum, at Washington, D. C., in the 
halls of the division of vertebrate paleon- 
tology, which includes all the fossil animals 
having ‘backbones. Most of the specimens are 
complete bones, partly turned to stone and 
found imbedded in rock in several localities 
in this country. The earliest known form, 
the Eohippus, comes first, showing his four- 
toed front feet and his three-toed hind feet, 
as well as his teeth and skull of that time. 

As the next advanced stage, we find the 
bones of a somewhat larger animal of the 
Oligocene period, known as Mesohippus, com- 
paratively about the size of a sheep with 
three toes on all its feet, the one on the front 
feet having proved superfluous, nature saw 
to it that it disappeared: its teeth have also 
advaneed a bit, to assist it in feeding, as 
may be seen in the exhibition case. Next, 
in the Miocene, a little later period, there 
lived numerous large horses called Mery- 
chippus, Neohipparion, Protohippus, etc. The 
foot bones of these animals show three toes 
on each foot, but with the middle toe much 
larger than its companions, while the teeth 
are seen to be longer and deeper crowned. 
In fact, this type begins to look more like 
a regular horse. 

Began to Look Like a Horse. 

In the next step, the Pliocene, are seen 
still more specialized forms, Protohippus and 
Pliohippus, the latter, and some other species, 
having but a single toe on each foot, which 
soon developed a single hoof, their adjacent 
or auxiliary toes having disappeared and only 
the splints or stumps remain to be seen on 
the fossil bones, vestiges of which may also 
be seen in modern horses. He seems to have 
grown a little larger also, and more to the 
shape of the horse we know. He was stil] 
able to feed, in spiie of his longer legs, as his 
hard ground. 
neck and jaws had grown in proportion, and 
he could travel at a high rate of speed on 

True horses occurred in the Pleistocene 
period, some forms yery closely resembling 
the horse of today, the average of them 92 
little smaller in stature. Modern horses ay- 
erage fourteen hands high, or about four fee: 
eight inches, showing a wonderful growth 
or development in height alone. 

Here we have, in the national museum 
series, followed the pedigree ofthe horse, or 
at least the general steps thereof: in a gen- 
eral way it is seen that this progress con- 
sisted of increase in size, gradual enlarge- 
ment of the central toe, accompanied by the 


_gradual withering or shrinking and final loss 


of the side toes; the development of the sin- 
gle hoof on each foot, and the increase in 
length and complexity of the teeth, particy- 
larly the cheek-tecth. 
Petrified Prehistoric Horses. 

Sufficient finds of petrified skeletons or 
fossils have been made in this country and 
Alaska to prove that the early horse was 
here in great numbers in the Pleistocene 
just as he was in Europe, but soon

Four huskies picked up the 
candidate and lifted him upon it, where 
he delivered the remainder of the 
speech, at the conclusion of which he 
shook the hands of 500 men and women, 
A line of school children which ex- 
tended for block's, and which filed past 
the square during his speech, made its 
way through the throng to grasp his 
hand.

Dorsey Declares Governor Has 
Never Denied Conference. 
Two-Term Precedent. 


That Governor Harris, in seeking a 

second term in the governor's Office, 
not only has not kept his record 
straight, but is going directly back 
upon his word, when he promised in 
the last race that he would not seek 
re-election and made explicit promise 
to that effect, is the assertion of the 
campaign managers of Hugh M. Dor- 
sey, and of Mr. Dorsey himself. 
“T have had few opportunities for read- 
ing the newspapers, either of Atlanta 
or other cities, in the course of my 
campaign through Georgia,” said Hugh 
M. Dorsey yesterday at his home in 
Atlanta. “Consequently it probably has 
escaped my notice that Governor Har- 
ris has commented upon my assertion 
that he did visit my office in the Kiser 
building before his nomination two 
years ago, and that he did state to me 
there that he could not get the atten- 
tion of the voters as long as it seemed 
probable that I might run for governor; 
and that he did assert there and then 
of his own volition and in his own 
words that if I would stay out of the 
race he would not be a candidate for 
re-election in 1916. 

‘T have related these details a num- 
ber to times in my spéeches, and to my 
knowledge they were publishd con- 
spicuously some ten days or two weeks 
ago. At that time I declared that if 
Governor Harris denied them I would 
not hesitate to denounce him as unfit 
to be governor of Georgia. I think, 
perhaps, he has not denied my asser- 
tions, but he may have commented upon 
them or even admitted them.

Chicago, September 11.—Announce- 
ment of a falling off in the United 
States visible supply had a good deal 
tc do today with strengthening the 
wheat market, and so, too, did word 
of big export sales of United States 
wheat. Prices closed unsettled, but % 
to 1% net higher, with December at 
$1.54% and May $1.55%. Other lead- 
ing staples all showed declines—corn 
1 to 1%: oats %@% to % and provi- 
sions 7% to 60. 

At first the wheat market failed to 
hold upturns in prices. The reason was 
that early advances were chiefly the 
result of a temporary absence of sell- 
ing pressure. Cautiousness on the par* 
of the bears was decidedly evident for 
a time, influenced to some extent Dy 
the surrender of the Rumanian fortress 
of Silistria to the Bulgarians. Light- 
ness of world shipments counted’ fur- 
ther against the bears, and there were 
reports besides of a decrease in the 
total stock on hand in Great Britain. 
However, rains in Kansas, much needed 
for fall plowing, led soon to a down- 
turn in values. For the time being, a 
total lack of export demand seemed to 
have developed, with a noticeable les- 
sening of call from domestic millers. 
It was not until just before the en‘ 
of the session that dispatches arrived 
telling of heavy export buying on the 
decline, the British commission alone 
taking 1,000,000 ‘bushels. 

Shorts in wheat rushed to cover when 
the United States visible supply tota! 
was posted showing a decrease of 690,- 
000 bushels from the scanty surplus, 
and was followed by advices of a de- 
crease of 2,382,000 bushels in Canada. 
Again, aS was the case early, the pit 
was virtually bare of offerings and 
prices advanced rapidly, but the flurry 
seemed about at an end before the 
final gong. 

Corn gave way mainly in consequen7ze 
of assertions of wonderful crop im- 
provement of late in Illinois and of con- 
tinued favorable weather for matur- 
ing the crop. S§peculative holders un- 
loaded freely. 

Oats sagged with corn. Late reports 
of a good export demand, though, 
caused something of a rally. 

Lower prices on hogs weakened pro- 
visions. After an unusually sharp 
break ‘buying on the part of shorts 
and packers agate the market an ap- 
pearance of relative strength, but quo- 
tations in no case were again up to 
the level of Saturday's finish.

New York, September 11.—While there 
were no sales reported in the local market 
for raw sugar, the undertone was firm, with 
prices well maintained. Buyers were willing 
to pay last sale prices of 4%c for Cubas, 
cost and freight, but holders were inclined 
to ask higher prices. In the absence of 
business closing rates were nominally un- 
changed at 4% for Cubas, cost and freight, 
equal to 6.14 for centrifugal, and 4.37 for 
molasses. 

In refined sugar there was a good busi- 
ness reported, principaly for nearby re- 
quirements. It was said that some business 
was also in progress for export account, but 
details were lacking.

©; Marine Reaches Extreme 
Gain of 33-8 Points. 


New York, September 11.—In further 
disregard of conditions which ordina- 
rily make for speculative restraint, 
such as the poor crop outlook, another 
large contraction in local bank re- 
serves and the spread of labor troubles, 
the week in the stock market opened 
with a continuation of bullish activity 
which. resulted in numerous substan- 
cial gains and a few new high rec- 
ords. 

Trading was again so large and di- 
versified as to leave little doubt of 
public participation. The total of 
1,210,000 shares was made up chiefly 
of United States Steel and affiliated 
industrials, metals and the shipping 
issues, with a liberal sprinkling of 
munitions and equipments. 

United States Steel repeated its fa- 
miliar performance of scoring a new 
maximum on its gross gain of 1% points 
to 104%, although part of this advance 
was forfeited at the end. Mercantile 
Marine preferred also sold higher than 
before, its extreme gain of 3% points 
sending it to 1255, with a like achieve- 
ment for Atlantic, Gulf and West In- 
dies, which gained 3% at 85. 

Among the high price specialties 
Bethlehem Steel was. distinguished for 
its rise of 13 to 503, and General Mo- 
tors rose 16 to 590. Independent steel 
stocks, like Republic, Sloss-Sheffield, 
Lackawanna, Colorado Fuel, Railway 
Steel Springs and American Car, were 
higher by 2 to 5 points.

For the first time in many days Atlanta 
Spot cotton was quoted at less than 15 
cents Monday, when the loca! price for tbe 
fleecy staple dropped from 15.05 to 14.85. 

Since August 24, when the local market 
quoted 15.12, the rise has been steady until 
on August 31 the product reached 16 
cents. Here it hung for three or four days, 
when the gradua! decline began. 

On September 5 the quotatron was 15.80; 
on September 6, 15.55; on the 7th, 15.35; on 

15 cents. On September 9 the 

e rallied a bit. being quoted at 15.05, 

and Monday it experienced the drop which 
placed it below the 15-cent mark. 

Many reasons are given for the gradual 
decline, then the slight rally, followed by 
the slump of 20 points yesterday. Chief 
among the causes seem to be the fact that 
the Georgia farmers are rapidly bringing 
their crop to the market and that as the 
result there is a great deal of cotton to 
be had right now, and the general selling 
in future markets for some days passed. 

It is said by many that the slump Mon- 
day is merely temporary and that the fleecy 
Staple will again pass the 15-cent mark in 
the next few days: finally settling close to 
15 cents per pound. 

The future markets Monday in both New 
York and New Orleans showed gains for 
December delivery. In New York the rise 
was to 15.29, a gain of .16. In New Orleans 
December delivery closed at 14.95, a gain of 
.93. Both markets opened weak, but ral- 
lied later during the day, closing with the 
gains mentioned above. 

The fact that the preduct is being rushed 
to markets and disposed of by the farmers 
who fear a general slump in prices is said 
to be no indication that the short crop as 
reported by the department of agriculture 
will not result in a general rally.

There was further liquida- 
tion a's well as renewed sguthern and 
local selling, but offerings were very 
well absorbed at the decline by trade 
buying and covering. 

Early rallies of 8 or 9 points seemed 
to meet increased offerings and fluc- 
tuations were nervous and irregular dur- 
ing the middle of the day, but there 
appeared to be support from. trade 
sources on all setback's, and the mar- 
ket turned firmer toward the middle 
of the afternoon. The failure of south- 
ern hedge selling to become more ac- 
tice around 2 o’clock probably inspired 
some of the covering, while bull support 
was also more aggressive and prices 
sold up rapidly during the last hour. 
October rallied to 15.12 and January 
to 15.39, or about 30 to 32 points from 
the low level of the morning, and the 
close was at the best point of the day. 
Liverpool said that early hedge selling 
had been absorbed by continental buy- 
ing and attributed the late decline to 
improved crop accounts from ‘Texas, 
although there were rumors here that 
returns from 120 towns to the Texas 
State department of agriculture indi- 
cated yields of only one-seventh of a 
bale to the acre.
